Rory Byrne woke up in the 
early hours of one summer’s 
morning 26 years ago to watch 
Ireland’s John Treacy compete 
in the Olympic Marathon in 
1984. 

But the Irish runner was beaten 
into second by Portugal Carlos 
Lopes in one of the greatest Ol- 
ympic marathons and Rory from 
then onwards became a huge fan 
of the sport and the Portuguese 
runner. In 2002, Rory Byrne ran 
a very competitive time of 2:28 
at the Dublin City Marathon. 

Three years later, he devel- 
oped a brain tumour and was 
treated as an outpatient at the 
London Bridge Hospital until the 
autumn of 2009. 

It was then that specialists re- 
alised that chemotherapy was no 
longer working for him and told 
him no further treatment was 
available to him. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News, Rory’s father, Seamus 
Byrne, recalls how his son had 
“Completely lost his sight and 
was virtually paralysed”. 

But just as his hero Carlos 
Lopes, who left to compete in the 
Olympics a day after sustaining 
injuries in Lisbon after being run 
over, “Rory never lost hope of 
making a full recovery and re- 
mained positive throughout his 
ordeal”. 

Less than a year before he died, 
he had his best athletic perform- 
ance of 66 minutes for a half mara- 
thon. 

Up to June 2009 he was train- 
ing for the Dublin City Marathon 
in October, and was expecting a 
personal best time. 

According to his father, Rory 
was a brilliant mathematician and 
had a very successful career in 
banking in London. 

During the time he was ill, his 
former boss Mr. Anti Illman, 
would visit him on a weekly ba- 
sis. 

They spoke regularly about 
athletics and in particular about 
his hero Carlos Lopes. His pas- 
sionforthe sport was further high- 
lighted by the fact that many of 
the passwords he handed over to 
his boss on his deathbed con- 
tained the words “Carlos Lopes” 
and “1984”. 

Anti Illanm, was so touched by 
his employee’ s courage and ado- 


ration of Carlos Lopes, he de- 
cided to contact a Portuguese 
colleague, Antonio Cagorino, to 
request a letter from Carlos wish- 
ing Rory well, knowing it would 
mean the world to Rory. 

But when Carlos Lopes was 
asked to sign a letter, he refused, 
instead insisting on flying to Lon- 
don as soon as possible to visit 
Rory at his home. 

“On Tuesday IS'** December 
he visited the house at 2.30 p.m. 
and stayed with Rory until 4pm”, 
his tearful father recalls. 

“He presented him with a 
Carlos Lopes Foundation Me- 
dallion and two framed auto- 
graphed photographs. Both men 
spoke about athletics through an 
interpreter for the duration of the 
visit.” 

Prior to Carlos Lopes flying 


over to London, Rory had not 
spoken with anyone for almost a 
week. 

At the time, Carlos Lopes de- 
clined the offer of publicity, but 
Rory’s parents have since de- 
cided to make the story public. 

“We feel we need to tell the 
world about what Carlos Lopes 
did for our son”, explained 
Seamus Byrne. 

Just five days after Carlos 
Lopes’ visit, at the age of 35, 
Rory died. 

“On behalf of his wife Brenda, 
hissonCianan, extended family 
and many friends we would like 
to acknowledge the great gener- 
osity of such a fine athlete. His 
visit to Rory will never be forgot- 
ten. We would also like to thank 
all those who made it happen”, 
Mr Byrne said.

According to a survey con- 
ducted by the European Con- 
sumers Organisation, the Portu- 
guese capital is the place to visit 
this year.European consumers 
interviewed by the organisation 
said Lisbon was top of their wish- 
list, and beat off competition 
from destinations such as Barce- 
lona, London, Copenhagen, Bil- 
bao, Lyon, Amsterdam, Berlin, 
Prague and Helsinki, which to- 


gether, and in that order, formed 
this year’s top ten. 

This announcement follows 
the recent string of international 
tourism awards won by Lisbon. 

The most recent W orld Travel 
Awards selected the Portuguese 
capital as a winner in three cat- 
egories, and was chosen as Eu- 
rope’ s best destination, best city 
break destination and also best 
cruise destination. 

Earlier this year, Lisbon also 
collected the award for World’ s 
Best Hostel for 2nd year running. 

The Portuguese capital 
proved yet again to be the jewel 


in the crown for budget con- 
scious travellers across the world 
when it claimed five of the top ten 
spots in an award ceremony held 
in Dublin in January. 

Last year. The New York 
Times recommended Lisbon as 
being the second “most interest- 
ing place on the planet to visit” 
behind Laos in December 2007 . 

Lonely Planet, describing the 
Portuguese capital as a “seduc- 
tive mermaid”, ranked the city as 
one of ten cities to visit, while 
Yahoo Travel placed Lisbon as 
third in its top ten of cities to visit 
last year.

Budget deficit revised 
upwards to 9.4% 

Portugal’ s National Statistics 
Institute (INE) has announced an 
upward revision of last year’s 
budget deficit from 9.3 to 9.4 
percent, days after MPs ap- 
proved a Socialist government 
austerity plan aimed at bringing 
a spiralling fiscal shortfall down 
to 2.8 by 2013. The INE also 
raised Portugal’ s 2008 GDP defi- 
cit from 2.6 percent to 2.8 per- 
cent. 

Afurther70soldiers off 
to Afghanistan 

A 70- strong army unit de- 
parted Lisbon on Monday for 
Afghanistan to expand the Por- 
tuguese contingent deployed to 
with NATO’s Quick Reaction 
Eorces providing security in Ka- 
bul. An army spokesman told 
Lusa News Agency the 162- 
member “combat unit” was pre- 
pared for “security patrols, sup- 
port of Government events, vigi- 
lance and reconnaissance in urban 
areas”. 

SA admiral to get 
knighthood 

South African Navy Admiral 
Jacobus Everhardus Louw was 
awarded Portugal’ s top civil hon- 
our on Wednesday for his contri- 
bution towards closer ties be- 
tween the two countries and 
peoples. Admiral Louw, who 
lived in Portugal in the early 
1930s, is conunander of the 
Simons Town Navy base near 
Cape Town. He will receive the 
Order of Prince Henry the Navi- 
gator from Portugal’ s Ambassa- 
dor to South Africa, Joao Ramos 
Pinto. 

EU extends Erasmus to 
Macao 

The European Union will 
shortly extend its Erasmus un- 
dergraduate exchange scheme to 
Macao and nearby Hong Kong, 
an official has said. The Macao 
and Hong Kong Special Admin- 
istrative Regions play an impor- 
tant role in the implementation of 
the “one country two systems” 
principle, which is “very rel- 
evant” to the EU, said Brussels’ 
top representative in the former 
Portuguese controlled territory, 
MichalisRokas.

Brazil plans to create a culture

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Passes Coelho elected new opposition chief

The main opposition Social 
Democrats have elected Pedro 
Passos Coelho, a former head of 
the party’ s youth wing, as their 
new leader, the fifth since losing 
control of Portugal’s Govern- 
ment in 2005. 

Passos Coelho, a 45-year-old 
business consultant and former 
MP, gained more than 60 percent 
of ballots cast by party members 
in a landslide election victory last 
Friday, leaving three other con- 
tenders for the post far behind. 

He won all the national 2 1 dis- 
tricts with the exception of Ma- 
deira, where his closest rival, 
MEP Paulo Rangel triumphed 
by a large margin. 

Rangel last summer had led the 
PSD to victory during the Euro- 
pean elections and was initially 
considered as favourite to be- 
come the party’ s next leader. 

But instead, Passos Coelho 
stormed to a clear victory and was 
handed the mandate to oppose 
the ruling-Socialists and possi- 
bly become the next Prime Min- 
ister when elections are held in 


little under four years from now 

“My first concern is to unite 
the party - and Em convinced 
that these unequivocal results” 
will permit unity, Passos Coelho 
said in a victory speech. 

More than half of the Social 
Democratic Party’ s (PSD) nearly 
80,000 card-carrying members 
voted in the poll to replace 
Manuela Ferreira Leite, the first 
woman to head the party that has 
alternated with the Socialists in 
leading Portugal since the democ- 
racy-restoring revolution in 1 974 . 

An economist, like her succes- 
sor, FerreiraLeite announced she 
would step down as party leader 
after two years following the 
PSD’ s loss in legislative polls last 
year. 

Passos Coelho has vowed 
stronger opposition to Prime 
Minister .lose Socrates’ minority 
Socialist administration’ s four- 
year austerity programme and has 
also announced he will be look- 
ing to create a shadow cabinet 
similar to what the practice is in 
England.

S&P maintains negative debt rating 

Standard and Poor’ s has said it is keeping A-i- long-term and A- 
short-term sovereign credit ratings on Portugal following presen- 
tation of a Government plan to prune deficit to below three per- 
cent by 2013. “The Portugal ratings continue to benefit from the 
demonstrated willingness and ability of the Government to im- 
plement fiscal consolidation measures,” said S&P analyst Kai 
Stukenbrock. Portugal’ s outlook remains negative, however, due 
to the heightened possibility of a downgrade if deficit and debt 
surpass the ratings agency ’ s expectations and the consolidation 
plan flops. Fitch dropped its long-term debt rating on Portugal 
earlier this week from AA to A A- to reflect last year’ s budget short- 
fall of 9.3% of GDP. 

Nurses strike over pay for second time this year 

Portuguese nurses launched a three-day strike on Monday for 
the second time this year to press their starting-salary demands. 
A leader of the nurses union SEP, Guadalupe Simoes, told Lusa 
“minimum services” were assured at hospitals and clinics during 
the nationwide action. The Health Ministry lamented a strike had 
been called while negotiations with the Government over starting 
pay were still underway. SEP last staged a three-day country- 
wide strike last January. The public sector has been hit hard this 
year by strike actions protesting the Socialists administration’s 
austerity policies. The nurses complain of “discrimination”, say- 
ing their starting pay of €1,020 falls short of the €1,200 offered 
other professionals with university-level diplomas. 

No Portuguese among Moscow subway 
bombing victim 

No Portuguese nationals were among the 37 killed and dozens 
injured in two suicide bombings in Moscow’ s underground, Lis- 
bon’ s Ambassador to Russia said on Monday. “The good news 
amid this tragedy is that so far no Portuguese appear to have been 
affected by this tragic event”. Ambassador Pedro Nuno Bartolo 
told Lusa. An official at the State Secretariat for Communities in 
Lisbon also said there was no early word of Portuguese casualties 
in the two morning rush-hour Moscow bombings. Russian authori- 
ties said the suicide attacks appeared to have been carried out by 
two women from the North Caucasus region where conflict-rid- 
den, mostly Muslim, Chechnya is located. 

Portugal's Constancio named ECB vice- 
president 

European Union leaders last Friday formally confirmed Bank of 
Portugal Governor Vitor Constancio as vice-president of the Euro- 
pean Central Bank. The European Council decision came one day 
after the European Parliament gave its blessing to Constancio’ s ap- 
pointment. A former leader of Portugal’ s Sociahst party, Constancio 
was nominated for the ECB post by Eurozone finance ministers on 
February 16. He will take up his eight-year post on June 1. 

Guimaraes upbeat on 201 2 European Culture 
Capital event 

The northern city of Guimaraes, dubbed the “cradle” of Portu- 
guese independence, is advancing well in preparations to serve as 
the European Capital of Culture in 2012, a senior organiser said. 
Catarina Azevedo, of the Guimaraes City Foundation, told the Lusa 
News Agency preparations were “running well” and that a first pro- 
gramme of cultural events would be presented to Brussels in June. 
Guimaraes , where Portugal emerged as an independent nation in the 
1 2th century, will jointly host the European Union’ s major cultural 
event in 2012 with the Slovene city of Maribor. 
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Road deaths c li mb again after hitting all-time low in 2009 


With thousands of travellers 
taking to Portuguese roads this 
Easter weekend, latest available 
statistics show that the number 
of road deaths reported on na- 
tional roads have climbed consid- 
erably this year after registering 
the least amount of fatalities on 
record last year. 

The Authority for National 
Road Safety (ANSR) has re- 
vealed that road deaths rose by 
12.8 percent between January 1 
and March 2 1 compared with the 
same period in 2009. 

During this period, a total of 
158 people lost their lives on 
Portuguese roads, up from the 


140 fatalities recorded over the 
same period last year. 

Portuguese authorities, in ac- 
cordance with what is customary 
across Europe, have undertaken 
to include deaths which occur up 
to 30 days after a traffic accident. 

However, these latest statis- 
tics have not taken into consid- 
eration deaths that occurred in the 
ensuing month. 

These latest figures will come 
as a serious blow to the authori- 
ties which have spent the best part 
of the last two decades making the 
reduction of road deaths a na- 
tional priority.

Euromillions ex- 
sweethearts face small 
fortune in legal bills 

In an ironic twist to this story, a couple of young 
sweethearts who split after disputing a winning 
Euromil I ions ticket and tooktheir fight to court, could 
face spending hundredsof thousands of euros on their 
legal fees. 


Just last week the young cou- 
ple, who split days after scoop- 
ing a€15 million Euromillions 
prize, were told by a Barcelos 
Judge to try and settle their dif- 
ferences outside the courtroom 
so the case could either continue 
successfully or be closed. The 
warning was issued after the 
couple failed to reach a compro- 
mise despite sitting through 
four hearings. 

Now they have been told 
their legal fees could reach hun- 
dreds of thousands of euros, 
anything between €150,000 
and €500,000, to be distributed 
between the two according to 
the Judges decision on who is 
responsible for the delay. 

Cristina, one half of the pair, 
has already been ordered to pay 
€150,000 in fees for a proce- 
dure instigated against, but won 
by her ex, Luis. 

The case was back in Court 
this week after the couple failed 
to reach an amicable agreement 
outside the court, aggravated by 
the fact that Cristina offered 
€500,000 to Luis, wanting 
€14.5 million for herself. 

Luis initially suggested and 
was willing to split the win 
down the middle, taking €7.5 
million each. 

At the root of the battle is the 
fact that while Luis placed the 
six-euro bet, Cristina came up 


with the winning numbers; Luis 
put in €4 while Cristina paid €2. 

They won the money in 2007 
while still dating, though split 
soon after their win as they 
could not agree on who the 
ticket belonged to. 

It was Luis, then a student, 
now 22, who placed the bet and 
registered the ticket, though it 
was ex-girlfriend Cristina who 
suggested an “investment” of an 
extra €2 and allegedly provided 
the winning numbers. 

The fight over the money 
started when Luis asked for 
more than half of the total (€7 . 5 
million) to help his parents and 
siblings. Cristina’s father de- 
nied his request, claiming that 
only after they married could he 
have access to the cash. 

The squabble over who the 
money rightfully belongs to has 
taken its toll and driven the cou- 
ple apart, taking their case to 
Court. An agreement has not 
been reached since, despite 
Luis’s offer of splitting the 
money equally. 

Because of this the money has 
been frozen in an account under 
court order and both parties 
continue to live in the locality 
of Barcelos. No deadline has 
been stipulated by which the 
couple must reach an agreement. 
Another hearing has been sched- 
uled for April 22"“^. 


in 2010 will almost certainly re- 
sult in a renewed drive by the 
Government to boost road safety 
awareness and an increase in traf- 
fic policing to clampdown on of- 
fending motorists. 

Once seen as the most danger- 
ous place in Europe to drive, Por- 
tugal has over the years climbed 
steadily to a position where it is 
now in the top half of countries 
on the continent which boast the 
safest roads. 

Back in 1998, Portugal re- 
ported 1,865 fatalities on its 
roads. By last year, this figure 
had plummeted to 73 8 , do wn by 
five percent on the previous year, 
national traffic security agency 
ANSR said at the beginning of the 
year. 

At the turn of the millennium, 
a plan was drawn up to reduce the 
number of fatalities on national 
roads, with the Government ac- 
cused of being too optimistic in 
setting a target of 874 victims for 
2009. In the end, this target was 
comprehensively beaten. 

Eurthermore, in the space of 
justfouryears, Portugal managed 
to slash fatalities from three a day 
in 2005 to two a day in 2009, 
translating into a 3 3 percent drop .

Iberian police cooperation squad aids 
fight against terrorism 

The recent creation of a cross-border police liaison group of Portuguese and Spanish 
police has been of immense assistance in the combat against terrorism and other 
seriouscrime, Portugal's intelligence chief said. 


Julio Pereira, secretary general 
of SIRP, the coordinating struc- 
ture for Portugal’s intelligence 
services, was speaking to report- 
ers in Lisbon a day after the new 
Iberian police squad met for the 


first time in the city. “Coopera- 
tion is absolutely essential for 
prevention and repression of any 
type of crime, particularly organ- 
ised crime and terrorism(. 

The new police body is coor- 


dinated by Portugal’s SIS, re- 
porting to SIRP, and Spain’s 
Government and was formed 
under a bilateral security pact 
inked between the two Govern- 
ments. TPN/Lusa

The Government’ s an- 
nouncement that the number of 
crimes perpetrated in Portugal 
during the course of 2009 had 
fallen by 1.2 percent (see last 
week’ s edition of The Portugal 
News) was this week met with 
further incredulity. 

“Factually, the latest crime 
figures shows that crime has sta- 
bilized, but it hasn’ t been falling, 
as the Government has sug- 
gested”, CDS-PP MP Nuno 
Magalhaes charged. 

“If we take into consideration 
the years 2008 and 2009, we can 
conclude that there has been an 
increase in reported crimes of 5 . 8 
percent, while serious and vio- 
lent crimes have risen by 10.2 
percent. What’ s worse, is that the 
serious and violent crimes which 
most increased last year are those 
deemed especially serious and 
which cause greater social alarm, 
such as kidnapping, hostage-tak- 
ing and rape”, added the MP. 

He also called on the Govern- 
ment not to repeat the mistake it 
made back in 2007, when an 
“overly optimistic reading of 
crime figures”, resulted in no ad- 
ditional police reinforcements for 


the following year which turned 
out to be the year with the high- 
est number of reported crimes in 
Portugal. 

Last week. Minister of Home 
Affairs Rui Pereira released the 
2009 Annual Internal Security 
Report (RASI), in which it was 
revealed that crimes had fallen last 
year in relation to 2008. 

Police forces, while recognis- 
ing the progress made in the fight 
against crime last year in relation 
to 2008, at the time called for in- 
dependent scrutiny of these fig- 
ures. They, much along the lines 
of the position assumed by the 
CDS-PP, are insisting the Gov- 
ernment not be let of the hook and 
that police forces remain in urgent 
need of reinforcements, despite 
a boost in manpower last year. 

Police union leader Jose 
Manageiro last week also admit- 
ted that the feeling of people “is 
different” to what is revealed by 
these latest figures and that the 
correct assessment of the annual 
crime report is “Essential so that 
we don’ t end up pulling the wool 
over our own eyes”. 

State-Secretary for Internal 
Security, Mario Mendes also 


conceded that certain types of 
violent crimes did report an in- 
crease in 2009, with domestic 
violence recording a “huge surge” 
last year. 

He further said that a discon- 
certing trait of criminals where 
the violence applied is “increas- 
ingly disproportional to the crime 
being committed”. 
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Almancil hold-ups cause unease amongst locals 



A number of armed hold-ups 
carried out around the Almancil 
area are leaving business-owners 
fearing for the safety of their es- 
tablishments and their employ- 
ees, as well as causing unease 
amongst the general population; 
victims and locals highlight alack 
of policing in that area, while po- 
lice say crime has actually fallen. 

A few weeks ago the manager- 
ess of a popular sports bar and 
internet cafe in Almancil was held 
at gun point during a blatant late- 
night raid. 

Hannah Aldworth Toth, who 
has lived in Almancil for 1 6 years, 
had been working the late shift at 
the Ca@ sa Internet Cafe when at 
around 23h00, as she was closing 
the establishment, a group of 
masked youths walked in. Using 
the threat of a gun they demanded 
she hand over the day’ s takings. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News, Hannah said, “It was like a 
movie, you never expect these 
things to happen to you”. 

“It has changed my opinion a 
lot [regarding safety in the Al- 
garve] ; it has made me very wary, 
a lot more wary than I was”. 

Sheadded, “I have a feeling the 
people who did this knew me. 
They we’re definitely foreign, 
possibly Brazilian”. 

Despite this, Hannah has 
vowed she will not be changing her 
job nor does she feel the need to 
leave Portugal because of the inci- 
dent. Prior to the hold-up she had 
already been the victim of various 
crimes, including having her house 
burgled, being followed, attacked, 
and having her handbag stolen. 

Hannah also told The Portu- 
gal News she knew of “at least 


two other similar incidents in- 
volving other people, one of which 
was a serious gun-point attack”. 
Y et she reasoned, “ Y ou get crime 
everywhere and I don’ t t hink there 
is more crime in the Algarve than 
anywhere else; I just think that, as 
it is such a small community, we 
hear more of it”. 

She concluded “I want to urge 
everyone with small businesses to 
be aware; I believe there will be 
more attacks”. 

Hannah’ s colleague Paul, who 
has lived in the Algarve for five 
years, confided that since the at- 
tack he feels “edgy” about work- 
ing night shifts, but also vouched 
he would not be changing his j ob 
nor moving on elsewhere. He too 
recounted another incident in- 
volving his neighbour, who had 
been “sitting with a friend at a lit- 
tle road- side cafe on the road to 
Vila Sol (Almancil/Quarteira)”, 
when a car pulled up along side. 

“Armed men got out of the car, 
went up to my neighbour’ s table, 
demanded wallets and mobile 
phones, got back in the car and 
drove off just like that”. 

Ca@sa co-proprietor Frank 
Maroti, who has lived in Portugal 
for six years, said that he knew of 
a “couple of other bars” that had 
been targeted, and highlighted the 
apparent absence of policemen 
patrolling the streets after dusk. 

Lack of police presence seems 
to be a common concern amongst 
victims and residents in Almancil. 
Frank voiced the general opinion 
by saying “We wouldn’t mind a 
bit more police presence, we only 
ever see the odd one: generally 
when they’re handing outparking 
tickets”. 


In recent months a paper shop 
directly across from the Ca@ sabar 
was also attacked. 

Employee Patricia Rodrigues, 
22, indicated that “over past 
weeks it seems that at least two 
shops in the area are being robbed 
every night”. 

In her opinion an increased po- 
lice presence “would not make a 
difference”. 

Asked whether she felt threat- 
ened during daylight hours, 
Patricia answered “there are al- 
ways two people working here, so 
it’ s not too bad, but these people 
normally come for money so, for 
example on days when we have 
more takings because of games hke 
Euromillions, I feel a bit more 
worried”. 

In a related incident, Patricia’ s 
mother was mugged while driving 
her car from Almancil to Louie. 
While driving home one night Mrs . 
Guerreiro took a flagged alterna- 
tive route from the main road be- 
cause of road works. As she was 
making her way on the dark slip- 
road a car pulled out in front of her, 
blocking her way. Armed men 
jumped out and approached her 
car,muggingMrs. Guerreiro at gun 
point while she was still inside her 
vehicle. 

At the end of J anuary this year. 
Minister of Internal Affairs 
Rui Pereira declared he would 
“do everything to guarantee the 
safety of Algarve residents, for- 
eign and national”, responding to 
criticism about the growing sense 
of insecurity throughout the re- 
gion following an increasing spate 
of violent crimes, which until re- 
cently were mainly carried out on 
properties. Violent crime target- 


ing properties, mainly isolated 
luxury villas, has been particu- 
larly rife within the ‘Golden Tri- 
angle’ . 

In J anuary the Minister held a 
lunch with the Mayors of the Al- 
garve’ s 1 6 municipalities as well 
as Faro Civil Governor Isilda 
Gomes, to discuses the issue. 

Questioned about the growing 
number of armed hold-ups in 
Almancil and the alleged lack of 
policing. Major VitorCalado, of- 
ficial Public Relations for the 
GNR/Faro Territorial Command, 
replied in an email to The Portu- 
gal News, “General crime in 
Almancil decreased by 16.4 per- 
cent by the end of February this 
year, in comparison to the same 


period of 2009. 

“In 2009 there were 1 64 crimes 
[reported during that period] and 
in 2010, by the end of February, 
137 [incidents were reported]”. 

He revealed that property 
crimes had also fallen by 36.2 per- 
cent, with 95 incidents being re- 
ported so far this year. 

“Crimes do not happen just 
because of lack of policing. The 
GNR regularly carries out vigi- 
lance in the area, particularly in 
areas that are more densely popu- 
lated, but also in residential areas 
and urbanized areas that are less 
dense in population”, he ex- 
plained. 

According toMajorCalado, the 
GNR’s ‘Secure Residence’ op- 


eration, which has been ongoing 
since November 2009, has had 
“very positive effects”, since “as 
of that date no violent crimes have 
been reported on isolated resi- 
dences”. 

He urged Almancil residents to 
always inform the GNR of strange 
ongoings in the area, and to not 
leave their homes without first 
checking that all windows and 
doors are properly closed. 

He also stressed that, when 
walking in public, people should 
keep to the inside of the pavement, 
avoiding being near the road, and 
carry purses and handbags on the 
side away from the road. 

“People should avoid dark, iso- 
lated places”, he concluded.

Transavia launches first 
Oporto-Funchal domestic route 


French low-cost airline 
Transavia initiated, last 
Sunday, Portugal’s first do- 
mestic flight between Oporto 
and Funchal, Madeira, with 
four flights a week and prices 
starting from €40 one-way, 
including taxes. 

In a press conference at 
Oporto’s Sa Carneiro Air- 
port, Transavia Administra- 
tion President Lionel 
Guerin confirmed that the 
four weekly flights would 
depart on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, Fridays and 


Sundays. 

Operating in Portugal since 
May 2007, when it inaugu- 
rated its Oporto-Paris route, 
Transavia.com has also re- 
cently introduced a Nantes- 
Oporto route, from €50 one- 
way, which after the airline’s 
Paris flight is considered to be 
one of the most competitive. 

The French low-cost airline 
has already transported 
“more than half a million pas- 
sengers” on the 3,900 flights 
it already operates between 
Oporto and Paris, and which 


have an average occupation 
rate of 78 percent. 

Transavia.com has said it 
is “satisfied” with its results 
and reiterated its interest in 
the national market by intro- 
ducing other new route to 
Portugal, including Paris- 
Funchal flights and a 
Nantes-Funchal connection. 

Transavia was created by 
the Air France, KLM and 
Transavia.com Holland coa- 
lition. Between 2008 and 
2009 it carried a global total 
of 1.5 million passengers. 


described the objective as “an 
ambition that while not impos- 
sible, is not easy”. 

He stressed that the company 
would ‘ ‘give their aU” to have char- 
ter flights operating from the air- 
port next summer, “as of March 
2011, even if it is only once a 
week”. 

ANA believes it is achievable, 
and “has all the conditions nec- 
essary”, as well as having “con- 
tacted operators” to commence 
charter flights. 

No further progress can be 
made as the Government has yet 
to officially ‘sign over’ the air- 
port to ANA. 

“At this moment ANA cannot 
sign any contracts as Beja Air- 
port has not been transferred [by 
the Government] to its conces- 
sion”, Leonel Horta Ribeiro ex- 
plained. 

Beja Airport is looking to in- 
vest in offering aircraft ‘parking’ , 
for planes that do not have a regu- 
lar service and need maintenance, 
as well as cargo and passenger 
operations. 

He urged ‘ ‘ W e must start bring- 
ing life to the airport, to the pas- 
senger and cargo terminals”, 
which have a capacity of 50,000 
tons per year. 

Reportedly, three companies. 
White Airways, MESA - Main- 
tenance, Engineering and Aircraft

Services, and EuroAtlantic Air- 
ways have already shown inter- 
est in signing an agreement with 
Beja Airport and are ready to 
move into the new infrastructure 
“as soon as possible”. 

Jose Miguel Costa, President 


of White Airways, revealed that 
the company already has a 
project in the pipeline for 2010, 
to build a maintenance hanger at 
the airport that would cost an 
estimated €5.5 million, and 
would create 55 jobs. 


Louie Airport viability 
discussed by Town Hall 

National airport management company ANA has 
submitted a viability study for an aerodrome in Louie 
which will act as an alternative to Faro Airport. 


With a proposed location 
next to the CIMPOR factory it 
will cater for general aviation, 
giving priority to light aircraft 
and private mini-jets. 

The viability study suggests 
that the infrastructure could re- 
ceive up to 15 percent of Earo 
Airport’ s traffic, correspond- 
ing to around 6,450 flights a 
year, mainly executive avia- 
tion. 

Louie Mayor Seruca Enudio 
said he believed the viability 
study was an “essential docu- 
ment”, and described it as “the 
fruit of labour that was carried 
out some time ago”. 

He also described the project 
as being of “prime importance” 


in terms of strategy, for the de- 
velopment of the municipality 
and of the Algarve”. 

ANA Aeroportos de Portu- 
gal has described the project as 
“modern” and “up-to-date 
with regulations”, satisfying 
all characteristics necessary 
for receiving executive air 
travel. 

SemcaEmfdio has highhghted 
the need to find “credible part- 
ners” with whom to carry out 
the construction of the munici- 
pal aerodrome, and said the 
partnership with ANA would 
be “fundamental to the progress 
of the project”, particularly to 
“reduce costs and rationalise 
resources”. 
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Ryanair pledges to bring mi lli ons of passengers to 
Portugal following inauguration of Faro base 


Irish low-cost airline Ryanair has inaugurated its second 
base in Portugal, at Faro Airport. The carrier's most recent 
hub inauguration, which took place lastThursdayandfell 
on the same day as the launch of another new base in 
Leeds, UK, and is its 39^^ base worldwide, representing a 
regional investment in excess of $500 billion.

Speaking at the launch, which 
was attended by hundreds of dig- 
nitaries, press and locally-re- 
cruited Ryanair staff, Eddie 
Wilson, head of the airline’ s Hu- 
man Resources said, “throughout 
this recession we’ve been able to 
grow; we’re expanding, and today 
we are here to launch 30 routes 
from this airport”. 

Ryanair’ s investment and sub- 
sequent ‘residence’ at Faro Air- 
port comes after years of tough 
negotiations, but, as Mr. Wilson 
explained, the company is now 
“very happy with the relation- 
ship we have here”. 

“Faro has really stepped up to 
the plate”, Eddie Wilson contin- 
ued, “we are constantly negoti- 
ating with hundreds of airports 
but Faro was ready and willing to 
do business with us”. 

“If you’d have told people two 
or three years ago that we would 
have two bases in Portugal they 
would have said we’re crazy”, he 
quipped, highlighting the airline’ s 
rapid growth within Portugal, spe- 
cifically in the Algarve where it 
started “many years ago as a small 
charter service that transported 
around 200,000 passengers” . 

“This year we expect to bring 


three and a half million passen- 
gers into Portugal”, he declared, 
vouching “we believe we can 
bring tourists here; working with 
ourpartners and the government 
we can bring in the passenger 
numbers”. 

This year, Ryanair predicts it 
will carry 1 .7 million passengers 
to the Algarve. As of last week 
Faro Airport will be ‘home’ to a 
fleet of seven brand new aircraft, 
one of which will regularly stay 
over-night. Focally , the deal sus- 
tains some 1,700 jobs and will see 
around €1.83 million being di- 
rectly channeled into the local 
economy. 

Seventeen or 1 8 new routes are 
to be gradually introduced along- 
side the 13 existing routes to and 
from Faro Airport, bringing the 
grand total of destinations to over 
30. Ryanair operates an overall 
total of 53 routes in Portugal and 
lastyear carried 60 million passen- 
gers worldwide; double the amount 
transported by British Airways. 
In 2010 Ryanair predicts it will 
carry 73 millionpassengers. 

Heitor da Fonseca, administra- 
tor of national airport manage- 
ment company ANA - Airports 
of Portugal, termed the launch of 


Ryanair’s second Portuguese 
base as “a decisive contribution 
to regional variety and diversity, 
as Faro Airport officially became 
the national airport with most 
low-cost routes on offer”. 


He guaranteed “we will do eve- 
rything to ensure this partnership 
is a success”. 

State Secretary for Tourism 
Bernardo Trindade classified the 
launch of the Algarve base as 


“Faro’smomentfor2010; avery 
important moment”. 

He went on to explain how the 
Government and regional entities 
are now working towards con- 
verting passenger figures into oc- 


cupancy rates, as only “25 percent 
of these passengers go on to tour- 
ist resorts and accommodation”. 

He vowed, “We need to in- 
crease that number and we are 
working towards doing so”.

Breakthrough in EU-US 
second-stage Open Skies 
negotiations 


Siim Kallas, European Com- 
mission Vice-President respon- 
sible for Transport, has wel- 
comed as “a major step for- 
wards”, the preliminary agree- 
ment reached by EU and US ne- 
gotiators on a ‘second-stage’ 
Open Skies aviation agreement. 

“A process has been agreed 
towards the further expansion 
and consolidation of the transat- 
lantic aviation market. Both sides 
have agreed to increase regulatory 
co-operation, and remove the 
barriers to market access that 
have been holding back the devel- 
opment of the world’ s most im- 
portant aviation markets”, Siim 
Kallas said in a statement, add- 
ing: “Building on the success of 
the 2007 EU-US Open Skies 


Agreement, this draft deal repre- 
sents a significant breakthrough 
in the process of normalising the 
global airline industry”. 

In economic terms, the crea- 
tion of a full EU-U S Open Avia- 
tion Area has been estimated to 
be worth up to 1 2 billion euros in 
economic benefits and up to 
80,000 new jobs. 

Negotiators also made signifi- 
cant progress in agreeing a new 
framework for jointly addressing 
the environmental effects of avia- 
tion, as well as advances in the ar- 
eas of security, competition, and 
social matters. Vice-President 
Kallas will submit the draft agree- 
ment for approval to the Trans- 
port Council in June under the 
Spanish Presidency. 
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Prime Minister Jose Socrates said last Friday it is a mistake to think other 
Eurozone states like Portugal are seeking finance from an emergency 
funding mechanism agreed by European leaders earlierthe same day at 
a Brussels summit.

“The decision we took today 
on Greece is a decision to defend 
the whole Eurozone by combat- 
ing speculation.

AvoidingInheritanceTax

Income from abroad is entitled to 
a tax credit for tax paid 
internationally, up to the amount 
owed under IRS regulations. 
Income is then taxed at 
Portuguese marginal rates. 
Portugal has signed treaties with 
many countries to help avoid 
double taxation. If you file in 
Portugal, yet have income arising 
in another country, there are likely 
to be special rules which apply 
specifically to your situation. Do 
not assume that just because you 
pay some tax somewhere that 
your obligations are met correctly. 
It is essential to follow the rules 
of the Tax Treaties as they 
normally supersede domestic 
legislation. 

“But I already pay tax at home, 
why should I pay tax in 
Portugal?” 

While you may feel morally 
justified because you have already 
paid tax in your home j uri sdiction, 
you need to be aware of the fact that 
there are specific laws and treaties 
which govern such situations. It 
should come as no surprise that the 
choice regarding which 
government to pay is not optional. 
Double T axation Treaties exist to 
protect citizens against paying tax 
twice on the same income. Quietly 
in the background, Portugal has 
been negotiating and signing 
Double Taxation Treaties with 
countries around the world. In 
fact, over the past three years, 
Portugal has doubled the number 
of such agreements, currently 
totalling 46 . While these may be 
complex and hard-to-understand 
legal documents, they have a great 
bearing on Foreign residents in 
Portugal. 

“How do these tax treaties affect 


1) It is important to understand a 
few basics about such agreements. 
Their fundamental purpose is 
quite simple: to avoid double 
taxation. Ifyou receive income in 
one State, yet are resident in 
another, which government has 
the right to tax you? It is 
imperative to remember that the 
terms of these conventions take 
precedence over domestic tax 
laws. The myriad articles of the 
pacts cover every conceivable 
form of income in an attempt to 
clarify the rights of the taxpayer 
and the tax man. 

As you might expect, negotiations 
on such instruments do not start 
from scratch. There are models 
which act as a jump-off point as 
well priorities which are 
established by each government. 
While there are often patterns as to 
howparticular forms of income are 
taxed, complexities often exist with 
clauses in one article superceding 
provisions in others. In other 
words, these are not transparent 
documents and require careful and 
trained interpretation. 

2) Besides protecting you from 
double taxation, these agreements 
open the channels of 
communications between 
respective tax authorities. When 
no such agreement exists, there is 
also no formal link for information 
sharing, making it possible for 
some to “hide between the 
cracks”. However, for law- 
abiding citizen, this de facto 
privacy comes at a high price: 
paying twice. It is no small 
wonder that in this age of 
computer technology, tax 
authorities are more anxious than 
ever to know everything they can 


about you.

In addition, there are many 
other countries with treaties ne- 
gotiations in progress. Ifyou have 
income from abroad and are resi- 
dent or are contemplating resi- 
dency in Portugal, it is wise to seek 
professional advice.

Inheritance tax is one of the 
most unpopular taxes in the UK. 
While it may have originally been 
devised as a tax on the super 
wealthy, many middle class fami- 
lies have been drawn into its net. 
Often it is the wealth which they 
have worked hard to build up over 
their working life which is taxed 
when it is passed on to their chil- 
dren and grandchildren. 

British expatriates are only 
too happy to leave the UK tax 
system behind when they move 
abroad. IHT, however, can fol- 
low you wherever you live and is 
much harder to escape than other 
UK taxes. 

Usually, it is your country of 
residence that determines where 
youpay your taxes. In the case 
of IHT, however, it is your domi- 
cile status. Also, IHT is imposed 
on your worldwide estate, sub- 
ject to the provisions of any Dou- 
ble Tax Treaties. 

Domicile is a much more per- 
manent concept than residence, 
and your domicile does not 
change simply because you have 
left the UK to live abroad. In sim- 
ple language, domicile is con- 
cerned with the idea of ‘belong- 
ing’ to a country rather than ‘re- 
siding’ somewhere. 

While it is possible for British 
nationals to shed their UK ‘domi- 
cile of origin’ and adopt a ‘domi- 
cile of choice’ in a new country, 
eg Portugal, in order to do so they 
must form an intention (and be 
able to prove it if necessary) to 
live in Portugal indefinitely. You 
need to sell your UK property 
and cut ties with the UK and, 
importantly, intend to die and be 
buried in Portugal. 

This causes a problem for 
many British expatriates, be- 
cause even if they are very happy 
living in Portugal and cannot im- 
agine returning to the UK, you 
cannot be sure what will happen 
in the future. You may, for ex- 
ample, suffer ill health and return 
to be nearer your family. Y ou, or 
your spouse, may return after 
one of you dies. 

Even if you have adopted a 
domicile of choice in Portugal, as 
soon as you return to Britain to 
live you once again fall into the 
IHT net. 

Planning to avoid IHT, there- 
fore, should involve more than 
just living in Portugal. Ifyou are 
keen to save your heirs from this 
40% tax, over the current thresh- 
old of £325,000 (£650,000 for 
couples), you also need to look 
into any opportunities available 
to help you avoid or lower this 
liability. 

Recent legislation in the UK 
has provided retired British ex- 
patriates with a new opportu- 
nity to legitimately avoid IHT. 

The, Inheritance Tax (Qualify- 
ing Non-UK Pension Schemes) 
Regulations 2070 came into force 
in the UK on I5“'Eebruary 2010 
and introduced QNUPS. A 
QNUPS is a type of retirement 
trust or pension which meets a 
number of criteria, and into 
which you can place your invest- 
able wealth. 

The assets within your 
QNUPS will be exempt from 
IHT. This applies immediately 
once you have transferred the 


assets into your QNUPS. 

And QNUPS are exempt of 
IHT regardless of your domicile 
status. It does not matter 
whether you have retained your 
UK domicile, or if you are unsure 
of your domicile status, or even 
if you are currently non-UK 
domiciled but later return to the 
UK to live. 

Besides the IHT advantage, 
depending on your country of 
residence and the local tax rules, 
QNUPS can also help to avoid 
local succession taxes, local 
wealth taxes and also local suc- 
cession law - thus allowing you 
to leave your estate to whomever 
you wish and without any or 
much of it being lost to the taxman. 

Since a QNUPS is a pension 
scheme, you can take income and 
a cash lump sum during your life- 
time (with the balance then to be 
passed to your chosen benefici- 
aries). These benefits can be 
taken from age 55 (the UK retire- 
ment age from 6* April 2010), and 
the lump sum can be up to 25% 
of the fund. Both the lump sum 


and income can be deferred until 
age 75, but if you start taking in- 
come earlier you will need to take 
the lump sum then. 

Elexible levels of income can be 
withdrawn. In some countries 
you can set it up to be very tax 
efficient. 

Assets within the QNUPS 
will roll up without liability to 
tax. There is considerable invest- 
ment flexibility within a 
QNUPS , and you can also choose 
which currency to hold the assets 
and receive the income in - an- 
other advantage for British expa- 
triates.

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Civil servants threaten 
renewed industrial action 

Portuguese trade unions have threatened to call a new 
nationwide strike, saying negotiations withthe 
Government over wage increases and other matters had 
reached deadlock. 


Civil service Common Front 
coordinator Ana Avoila said the 
latest round of talks had been a 
“failure”. 

Avoila said “the next step” 
would be to prepare “a big dem- 
onstration” in May, while add- 
ing that the possibility of a sec- 
ond strike against the Govern- 
ment’s austerity wage freeze 
“can never be sidelined”. 

Civil servants last staged in- 
dustrial action over the issue on 
March 4. 


Public Administration State 
Secretary Gon^alo Castilho dos 
Santos lamented that union lead- 
ers were emphasising the “points 
of discord” with the Government 
rather than the “points of con- 
vergence”. 

Nurses and state railway work- 
ers recently stayed away from 
work over the 2010 wage freeze 
declared by the Socialist Govern- 
ment as part of a series of belt- 
tightening measures to cut spend- 
ing and debt. TPN/Lusa 


“No one said that a capital 
gains tax would not come this 
year”, the Minister was quoted 
as saying by Socialist lawmakers 
who met with the Minister last 
week. 

The meeting with the Govern- 
ment bench was held to discuss

More women in top jobs key to 
economic growth - EU report 


Only one in ten board members 
of Europe’ s biggest listed com- 
panies is a woman and all central 
bank governors in the EU are male. 
The economy would benefit by 
having full representation of both 
men and women in top positions, 
says a new report presented by 
the European Commission to- 
day. It comes ahead of a new strat- 
egy for gender equality that will 
be adopted by the European 
Commission later this year. 

“If Europe is serious about 
getting out of the crisis and be- 
coming a competitive economy 
through smart and inclusive 
growth then we have to make 
better use of women’ s talents and 
skills. Gender equality is there- 
fore at the heart of our Europe 
2020 strategy: getting women 
into work will help us get out of 
the crisis,” said Viviane Reding, 
EU Commissioner for Justice, 
Eundamental Rights and Citizen- 
ship, and Vice-President of the 
European Commission. “Studies 
have shown that companies 
where women are well repre- 
sented also perform best finan- 
cially. I call on companies and 
governments to work hard to 
make sure gender balance in sen- 
ior positions becomes a reality. I 
also encourage talented women 
to take on the challenge of board 
membership and to apply as can- 
didates for top jobs.” 


The report, “More women in 
senior positions - key to eco- 
nomic stability and growth,” 
shows that women continue to be 
severely under-represented in 
economic decision-making. 

In the corporate world, men 
account for nearly 89 percent of 
the board members in Europe’s 
biggest listed companies. The 
disparity is widest at the very 
top where only three percent of 
such companies have a woman in 
charge. 

Norway stands out as the only 
country with anything ap- 
proaching gender balance: 42 
percent women and 58 percent 
men on the boards of the largest 
listed companies - a result of a 
legal quota. 

At the same time several stud- 
ies have now shown that gender 
diversity pays off and that there 
is a positive correlation between 
the share of women in senior po- 
sitions and company perform- 
ance. Eor example, a study con- 
ducted in Einland found that 
firms with a gender-balanced 
board are on average 10 percent 
more profitable than those with 
an all-male board. 

In political decision-making, 
the European Parliament is now 
at its most gender-balanced level 
since its inception in 1979, with 
35 percent women and 65 per- 
cent men. The proportion of 


women members of national par- 
liaments (single/lower house) 
across Europe as a whole has 
risen from 1 6 percent in 1 997 to 
24 percent in 2009. However, it 
is still well below the so-called 
critical mass of 30 percent 
deemed necessary for women to 
exert meaningful influence in 
politics. 

With the worldwide economic 
crisis, women’s role in busi- 
nesses is increasingly important. 
Eor companies to survive and 
manage during the crisis, they 
need to have the best governance 
and attract the best talent possi- 
ble. According to a study con- 
ducted under the Swedish EU 
Presidency in 2009, eliminating 
gender gap s in employment in the 
EU Member States could lead to 
a potential 15 percent - 45 per- 
cent increase in GDP.

The Portuguese Government could decideto apply a 
long-term capital gains tax on stocks and shares for the 
first time in 2010 as part of its four-year austerity 
package. Finance Minister FernandoTeixeira dos Santos 
hasacknowledged.

Business climate 
indicator further improves 


In March, the Business 
Climate Indicator (BCI) for 
the Euro area improved fur- 
ther - marking one year of 
uninterrupted recovery, the 
European Commission re- 
vealed earlier this week. 

The rebound of the indica- 
tor suggests that economic 
activity in the industry sec- 
tor will continue to recover in 
the coming months, al- 
though it has still some way 


to go to reach its pre-crisis 
level, the EC said in a state- 
ment. Managers in industry 
were upbeat about their or- 
der books and production ex- 
pectations. They were even 
more positive about their ex- 
port order books and produc- 
tion trends observed in re- 
cent months. 

Regarding stocks, they 
thought that the level was 
lower than desirable. 


Gov't opens €2bn credit 
line for small firms 


The Government has un- 
veiled a new line of credit for 
Portugal’ s small and medium- 
size companies worth an initial 
€750 million. 

The head of the lAPMEI 
agency for the sector, Luis 
Eilipe Costa, told the Lusa 
News Agency the fifth edition 
of the PME Investe programme 
could be boosted by as much as 


€2 billion this year. Eor the first 
time, Costa said, the pro- 
gramme would be open to small 
and medium- size firms with 
social security or fiscal debts. 

Another development, he 
added, was the expansion of the 
programme to cover businesses 
within the Atlantic archipela- 
gos of Madeira and the Azores.

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Cascais sand-banks could disappear by end 
of this century 


The extensive stretches of sand that 
characterise the county of Cascais could 
disappear by the end of this century, 
according to a study released this week by 
Agenda Cascais 21. 


With the objective of identify- 
ing the main impact of climate 
change in Cascais over the next 
100 years, Agenda Cascais 21, 
along with the Cascais T own Hall 
Environmental Department, car- 
ried out a study in which it was 
concluded the sand banks could 
be reduced by up to 80 or 90 per- 
cent, over the next 90 years. 

Within 40 years up to 23 per- 
cent of the municipality’s sand 
could have disappeared. 

Besides this, the study further 
concluded that there will be arise 
in deaths caused by heatwaves as 
well as an increase in the number 
of forest fires, which will cause 
“the reduction of native forests, 
changes to season tourism, the 


reduction of some fish species, 
and possible extinction of some 
plants and animals”. 

Cascais Town Hall second in 
conunand. Environmental Coun- 
cillor Carlos Carreiras, said that 
the study was of “universal in- 
terest to all local operators in the 
tourism, health, environment, 
the economy and territorial pan- 
ning sectors”. 

“We are talking about an ex- 
tremely useful tool for the mu- 
nicipal sustainability strategy, 
which forces us to reflect, plan, 
and project what we can do to 
preserve the future of the county, 
in response to the climate change 
predicted for the next 1 00 years’ ’ , 
he said. 


Carris reports 
positive results 

Carris increased its number of passengers by 2.9 
percent in 2009, compared to 2008, with the public 
company having ended the year with losses of 
€13.7million, revealedthe publictransportation 
company last week. 


In 2009 Carris transported 
240.4 million passengers, hav- 
ing strengthened its positive 
evolution it has been demon- 
strating since its 
restructuration and moderni- 
zation in 2003. 

The company was very 
pleased with the results in 
2009, according to a statement 
released: “When it comes to the 
guidance defined by the share- 
holder [the State] in its manage- 
ment contract (. . .jtheobjectives 
defined for 2009 were not only 
accomplished, but surpassed.” 


Eor 2010 Carris hopes to con- 
tinue its positive results, and 
will be adopting an innovative 
andmore aggressive commercial 
policy, with new initiatives to 
approach their target market and 
increase their marketing sub- 
stantially. 

The third phase of ‘Rede 7’ 
should also be carried out, which 
will put 30 new buses into serv- 
ice, with twelve new routes to 
be certified, and the implemen- 
tation of a safety and health 
management system for em- 
ployees. 



Construction in Estoril train station worries 

snoD owners Shop owners at Sao Pedro do Estoril, in Cascais, have blamed the 

construction work at Sao Pedro train station for the steep drop in 
customers recently. 


In Sao Joao do Estoril simi- 
lar construction work has also 
been announced, which will 
consist of the removal of the 
level crossing, to be replaced 
by a car underpass, and shop 
owners have already voiced 
their concerns. 

In Sao Pedro, where two pe- 
destrian underpasses are cur- 
rently being built, the owner of 
‘K YDehcia’ has said that since 


the car level crossing was closed 
five years ago, business in his 
establishment has diminished by 
over 40 percent, and with the 
pedestrian level crossing soon to 
close, he expects a further reduc- 
tion. An owner of a tobacco shop 
said he has lost several custom- 
ers with these most recent con- 
struction works, but admits the 
worst is yet to come because at 
the moment the construction 


workers on the site regularly 
visit his premises. 

In Sao Joao do Estoril, the 
project consists of the construc- 
tion of a car underpass under 
Marginal Avenue and Home 
Cristo Street, near the local 
health centre and the Santo 
Antonio Eort, as well as a pedes- 
trian underpass at the station. 

However, not all shop own- 
ers are unhappy with the new 


projects, as Margarida 
Marques, owner of ‘Linhas 
Tortas’, reckons the under- 
passes will bring benefits to 
the area “It will be a relief be- 
cause it will reduce traffic and 
accidents and can even help 
business because, without 
cars, people will come for 
strolls and it’s more likely 
they will come into the shop” 
she said.

Large Cascais families to 
pay less for water 


Friendly fire during armed 
robbery 

A PSP officer was shot by one of his partners during the 
armed robbery of an armoured vehicle in Agualva- 
Cacem last week. Luckilytheshotgun was only loaded 
with rubber bullets. 


Criminal investigation officers 
witnessed four men robbing an 
armoured vehicle outside a Caixa- 
Geral de Depositos bank, at 
Afonso Albuquerque avenue, in 
Agualva-Cacem, at 9am last 
Thursday. Sintra, Amadora and 
Loures PSP teams were sent to 
the location and pursued the rob- 
bers to Eamoes, Odivelas, where 
they finally arrested the crimi- 
nals. 

During the confrontation, one 
of the PSP officers fired a shot 
from his shotgun, which was 
loaded with rubber bullets, and 
shot his own partner. According 
to Carla Duarte, Police Commis- 


sioner, the criminals did not fire 
any shots at the police officers, 
with only one shot being fired 
during the ordeal, causing an in- 
jury to the officer. “One shotgun 
cartridge, loaded with rubber bul- 
lets, was fired, which struck the 
officer” said the PSP Commis- 
sioner and Public Relations, add- 
ing that the injured officer was 
taken to SantaMariahospitalfor 
ob servation due to minor injuries . 

After arresting the criminals, 
PSPofficers seized over €10,000 
taken from the armoured vehicle, 
a vehicle, a gun, a revolver and a 
flare gun, which were all “loaded 
and ready to use.” 


This week the Vasco da Gama 
bridge completed its twelfth an- 
niversary with an increase of 
3,000 vehicles per day in the last 
two years, but it is still far behind 
the April 25 bridge when it comes 
to traffic, registering less than half 
the movement. 

According to data from the 
Road Infrastructure Authority, 
the average daily traffic on the 
V asco da Gamabridge was 70,902 
vehicles in July, well below the 
April 25 bridge numbers, which 
registered 168,725 vehicles per 
day in July 2009. 

Although the Vasco da Gama 
bridge registered an increase of 
around 3 ,000 vehicle per day com- 
pared to 2008, Teresa Oliveira, 
Lusoponte spokesperson, said 
drivers still prefer the bridge clos- 
est to the T agus estuary, although 
the newest bridge has alleviated 
traffic on the busiest, mainly 
heavy vehicles, since it has 20% 
more heavy vehicles travelling on 
it than the 25 April bridge. 


Large families with low in- 
comes living in Cascais will be 
paying reduced water rates, ac- 
cording to the ‘ Aguas de Cascais’ 
company. 

Cascais’ most needy large 
families will be given substantial 
reductions on their monthly wa- 
ter bills, according to Aguas de 
Cascais: “Eamilies with low in- 
comes will benefit from the ex- 
emption of the availability tar- 
iff and their total consumption 
will be charged within the first 
tier category.” 

To exemplify the scheme, a 
family that has a monthly do- 
mestic use of eighteen cubic me- 
tres of water will not have to pay 
the current €33.95 and will be 
charged €24.26, a 28.5% dis- 
count on their final bill, “This 
means that, independent of 
these families’ monthly con- 
sumption, they will always pay 
the equivalent of the first tier 
category” said a spokesperson 
for Aguas de Cascais . 

These measures are the result 


of a protocol signed between 
Cascais council and Aguas de 
Cascais, called “Support to 
Needy and Large Eamilies”, that 
allows such families in economi- 
cal hardship to be exempt from 
the availability tariff (around 
€6.62) as well as their actual con- 
sumption rate of water, which in 
future will always correspond to 
the first tier of domestic con- 
sumption. 

The Social Care Councillor for 
Cascais said there are currently 


around 3 ,000 large families in the 
council that might benefit from 
this new agreement. Mariana 
Eerreira says this protocol is a 
“social support that seeks to al- 
leviate the heavy burden families 
currently carry, so that their in- 
come will last until the end of the 
month.” 

Eamilies wanting to be a part 
of this scheme must deliver an 
application to Cascais Council, 
together with documents that 
prove their situation.

Parque Ribeirinho Polis renovations 

The renovation work at Parque Ribeirinho, in Faro, will begin after the 
summer, informed Polis Litoral Ria Formosa Society last week. 


W ork at the Parque Ribeirinho 
is expected to begin between 
October and December, with 
Site Plan/Land Design being the 
contractors of the Polis project. 

The same company will also 
be responsible for the renova- 
tion of Parque Ribeirinho do 
Ludo, which is only planned to 
start at the end of 201 1, as the 
project is still on the drawing 
board. 

The Polis Ria Formosa 
project also foresees renova- 


tions at Parque Ribeirinho de 
Olhao later this year, as well as the 
completion of the urban renova- 
tion between 5 th October and June 
1 6 Avenues, expected to finish in

Real de Santo Antonio. ’’The 
project’s main objective is to 
protect and renovate coastal 
areas, seeking to promote the 
preservation of nature and 
biodiversity, with sustainable 
management.

Over 77,000 people headed to the Algarve Motorpark last weekend to 
watch the second round of the Superbike and Supersport World 
Championships, with MaxBiaggi winning both Superbike races and Kenan 
Sofuoglu taking the crown for the Supersport event. 


The weekend started well for 
the home racing team, Parkalgar, 
as Eugene Laverty won pole po- 
sition in the Supersport race after 
fantastic qualifying times, and 
Miguel Praia started from eighth. 
Having maintained first position 
throughout most of the race, 
Laverty seemed favourite to win, 
but a fall towards the end cost him 
several positions and he ended the 
race in eleventh, which gave him 
five points. Disaster struck 
Miguel Praia as weU with only four 
laps remaining, as he was forced 
to retire whilst in seventh posi- 
tion, due to engine failure. 

In the Superbike Champion- 
ship races. Max Biaggi triumphed 
over his rivals in two nail biting 
races, with only hundredths of 
seconds separating the Italian rider 
from Leo Haslam at the chequered 
flag in both races. Championship 
leader Cal Cmtchlow fellinhis first 
race, finishing in fourteenth, and 
came third in the second, only 
0.658 seconds behind Biaggi. 


After two rounds of the 
Superbike Championship, Cal 
Cmtchlow remains in first with 85 
points, followed by Biaggi (69) 
and Carlos Checa (60). 

In the Supersport category, 
Eugene Laverty dropped from 
first to third position (30 
points), with Sofuoglu stealing 
the lead with 41 points and 
Lascorz standing in second 
(40). 


Although Laverty was not 
happy with his late fall, his ob- 
jectives remain the same: “This 
is only the second race of the 
Championship, and although 
I’m not happy, it’s not too dra- 
matic. There is still a long way 
to go. Our objectives remain the 
same, to win the world title.”

Digging up Neolithic Hong 
Kong - Guest speaker - Profes- 
sor Peter Drewett 

The ten years or so prior to 
Hong Kong returning to the Peo- 
ples Republic of China saw mas- 
sive development including the 
construction of a new airport. 
Many important arqueological 
sites were scheduled for destruc- 
tion and international teams were 
invited by the Antiquities and 
Monument Office of the Hong. 
Kong Government to undertake 
the excavation of the late 
Neolithic site at ShaLo Wan. 

Prof. Peter Drewett will look 
at this site and findings in the con- 
text of Neohthic Hong Kong. The 
Neolithic in China was well es- 
tablished by 6000BC although 
the Neolithic in South China, and 
particularly the coastal fringe is 
somewhat late. The settlement 


and ritual site of Shalo W an dates 
to about 2000-2200BC. 

On a promatory overlooking 
the South China Sea, the site con- 
tains Timber buildings, graves 
and many deliberately buried, 
whole pots and polished tools. 

Prof. Drewett read Anthro- 
pology at University College, 
London and completed his PhD 
on the Neolithic and Bronze Age 
of Sussex at the Institute of Ar- 
chaeology, London He was an In- 
spector of Ancient Monuments 
before teaching Archaeology and 
field history at University Col- 
lege, London for 33 years. 

Prof. Drewett is the author of 
over a 100 books and articles in- 
cluding the standard text book for 
archaeology students entitled 
Lield Archaeology.

The wine was Italy’ s fin- 
est - a Barolo Riserva DOCG 


2003 from Beni di Batasiolo in 
Piemonte. The sweet was a 
millefoglie, crema frutto della 
passione e fragole fresche, pre- 
pared by Roberto's wife Annie, 
a renowned chef in her own right, 
with a restaurant in Cascais. A 
Moscato d’Asti DOCG 2007 
was served, followed by coffee 
and a lovely grappa stra vecchia 
1 8 Lune from the Marzadro dis- 
tillery in Trento.

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Living up to the traditional image of dads

mums and dads are often different 
when it eomes to safety, ehildren 
need that balanee. 

"Mums have a tendeney to be 
more eautious, but us dads may let 
ehildren take a few more risks - it's 
about knowing whafs fun and 
whaf s silly, whafs eommon sense 
and whafs earelessness. 

"If s also about being abit elued- 
up about the risks." 

Nearly a third of mums in the 
CAPT poll eonsidered dads to 
have a 'lax' attitude when it eomes 
to home safety. 

However, Kellett, 41, points 
out that modem dads spend so 
mueh more time with their ehil- 
dren, both in and out of the home, 
that they're bound to be more 
safety eonseious. 

" Y ears ago, mums generally had 
more time with the ehildren 
around the house, but these days, 
dads are spending inereased 
amounts of time there too, and so 
are pieking up on hazards and the 
need for safety," he says. 

Kellett bought and fitted 
smoke alarms and stair gates to 
his home for his two boys, who 
are now aged five and four, and 
while his wife instigated other 
safety measures, ineluding mov- 
ing medieines to a looked eup- 
board, he was responsible for fit- 
ting window looks, and moving 
the boys' eots and beds away 
from windows. 

"There were some things that 
were just obvious and we didn't 
even talk about doing, they just 
happened, like the smoke alarms 
and stair gates." 

He proudly deseribes how he 
used an old duvet to upholster the 
top and sides of the eoffee table 
before eovering it in fabrie, ex- 
plaining: "Iknoekedthewholelot 
together - it was a eheap way of 
eoveringthebig edges whieh were 
just the right size for toddler may- 
hem. I ean take eredit for the eof- 
fee table - I'm a totally modem 
dad!" 

He adds: "Being ahome safety 
hero isn't about wrapping your 
kids up in eotton wool or being a 
killjoy, it's about being sensible." 


ofbath water, for example. 

"But the new survey shows 
that more than half of dads are ae- 
tually involved in bathtime, they 
know you have to test the tem- 
perature of the water with your 
wrist or elbow, and they know 
that it's important to mn the eold 
water first and then add the hot 
water. 

"I think it's beeause dads are 
getting more involved - it's mueh 
more aeeeptable that dads play a 
part in ehildren's lives, and there's 
a greater awareness of safety." 

Of the dads who didn't take 
any safety measures, nearly three 
quarters said it was beeause they 
thought aeeidents were inevita- 
ble and 'nothing to worry about' . 

And more thanhalf eonsidered 
it the job of their ehild's mother 
to keep the house safe for ehil- 
dren. 

However, CAPT is stressing 
that it's important both mums 
and dads do their bit to help keep 
their ehildren safe in the home, 
andBondadds: "Simple steps are 
vital, like keeping hot drinks well 
away from ehildren, and keeping 
the kettle and hot drinks well 
away from the edge of the eoun- 
ter. 

"Suehmeasures don't eost any- 
thing - it's justthat extra awareness 
that's needed." 

Modem dads' most popular 
safety measures fortheirkids are: 

• Putting medieine out of sight 
and reaeh of young ehildren, or 
looked in a eupboard (63%). 

• Being present when young 
ehildren are in the bath (55%), and 
testing bath water andmnning eold 
water first (47%). 

• Fitting safety gates on stairs 
(55%). 

• Fitting smoke alarms (55%). 

• Never leaving hot drinks 
within reaeh of small ehildren 
(43%). 

T o make sure dads are as well- 
informed as possible about what 
safety measures to take around the 
home, CAPT has teamed up with 
online fomm Dadtalk.eo.uk. 

Its projeet manager, father-of- 
two Paul Kellett, says that while 


Certainly, a poll by the Child 
Aeeident Prevention Tmst 
(CAPT) in 2007 found that 
many dads were lagging behind 
mums in their knowledge of ba- 
sie safety measures for ehildren 
- dads were 50% more likely than 
mums to think it takes 30 see- 
onds for hot bath water to seri- 
ously seald a toddler, when in 
reality, it takes just five seeonds. 

However, a new CAPT sur- 
vey shows dads have pulled 
their safety soeks up, and now 
88% of fathers with ehildren 
under five take steps to prevent 
aeeidents in the home. 

Of this number, two thirds 
eonsider their approaeh to be 
'thorough' and 4 1 % said they're 
more 'hands on' than their own 
fathers. 

Henrietta Bond, CAPT fam- 
ily support eo-ordinator, says:

"It's all down to individual 
preferenee but pastels work best 
on short nails," advises eelebrity 
nail teehnieian, Andrea Fulerton 
(www. andreaftilerton. eom) . 

"Mint green is a warmer shade 
so it's easier to wear but if you 
prefer lilae, whieh has a whiter 
base, wear darker eolours so it 
doesn't fade into insignifieanee. " 

Whatever shade you plump 
for, Andrea's eonvineed pastels 
will be stieking around beyond 
spring: "They're here to stay," 
she says.

Teen pregnancies might be on the decline but the UK Government are 
still falling short of the 50% drop they were hoping to achieve by 2010. 
Kate Modal looks at why the UK is failing to stem the problem and the 
difficulties facing pregnant teenagers. 


Tony Blair once called it Brit- 
ain’ s “shameful record” and 
vowed to resolve it - but, nearly a 
decade on, teenage pregnancy is 
still a big problem. 

Rates of teen births in Britain 
continue to be the highest in all of 
WesternEurope: twice as high as 
in France, three times higher than 
Germany and four times higher 
than the Netherlands. 

After a decade-long strategy to 
halve teen pregnancies by 2010, 
these numbers are far from accept- 
able. 

According to new data from the 
Office for National Statistics for 
the UK, the number of 15 to 17- 
year-olds falling pregnant in 2008 
declined just 14% - from over 
44,000 girls to just 4 1 ,000. 

Just why England and Wales 
have such high incidences of teen- 
age pregnancy is dependent on a 
number of factors. 

Poor sex education, a dearth of 
services aimed at teens and little 
conununication at home about sex 
all play arole, says Penny Barber 
of Brook [www.brook.org.uk], a 
charity which provides sexual 
health services and advice to 
young people. 

“While there are some good 
services available in schools, the 
provision of those services and 
the information given is pretty 
patchy across the country. 

‘ ‘Sex and relationship education 
is not part of the curriculum, which 
would help enormously, while the 
information that teens do receive 
is often said to be, ‘Too little, too 


late and too biological’ .” 

According to the Department 
for Schools, Children andFamilies 
(DCSF), successful sex education 
also depends largely on what’s 
talked about at home - with re- 
search showing that children 
whose parents talk to them 
openly and honestly about sex and 
relationships end up having sex 
later and are more likely to use 
contraception when they do be- 
come sexually active. 

This is part of the reason why 
some countries, such as Holland, 
have lower rates of teen pregnancy, 
says Barber. 

An additional problem is that 
UK parents have often had poor 
sex education themselves, and 
this affects the quahty of informa- 
tion they pass on to their children, 
she notes. 

Consequently, even if teens 
know that contraception is an 
option, they might not know 
know how to use it. 

“It’ s not enough to know that 
contraception exists, you need to 
know how to use it correctly and 
confidently, and have the services 
available to you to be able to get it. 

“Many young people are afraid 
of sexual health services as they 
fear that they’ 11 be judged for be- 
ing sexually active or not made to 
feel welcome, which means that we 
need to work on having friendly 
services, staffed by people wel- 
coming to young people, open at 
suitable times and places.” 

The UK Government is hop- 
ing to tackle some of these issues 


in its new teen pregnancy strategy, 
which includes one-to-one sexual 
health and contraception consul- 
tations for 16-year-olds, more 
support for parents and teachers, 
and improvements to school- 
based health services. 

The strategy also addresses the 
fact that parents need j ust as much 
help as teens. 

Extra funding will help the 
Family Planning Association ex- 
tend its progranune of advice and 
support for parents - Speakeasy. 

‘ ‘ W e remain fully committed to 
ensuring that every young person 
has access to the information and 
support they need to make in- 
formed decisions about sex, but 
this is not just about Govern- 
ment,” says Children’s Minister 
DawnPrimarolo. 

“Parents have a vital role to 
play in providing information and 
advice on sex and relationships 
and helping their children under- 
stand the value of respecting 
themselves and others.” 

Identifying the risks 

Politicians have long beenkeen 
to tackle teenage pregnancy be- 
cause of its far-reaching conse- 
quences. 

Teen mums tend to come from 
socially disadvantaged back- 
grounds and are far more likely to 
raise families in poverty. 

They also face higher risks of 
their children being born prema- 
turely, dying in the first year of life 
and having developmental prob- 
lems later on.

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Psychologically speaking, 
teenage mothers are also three 
times more likely to suffer from 
post-natal depression and expe- 
rience poor mental health for up 
to three years after the birth. 

It’s no surprise then that the 
debate concerning teenage preg- 
nancy has become symbolic. The 
clearest example we have of Brit- 
ain’ s “broken” society. 


But a new book, Teenage Par- 
enthood: What’s the Problem? 
questions this very attitude, say- 
ing that, in many cases, teen preg- 
nancy is far from being a “catas- 
trophe”, but instead an opportu- 
nity for young people to turn their 
lives around instead. 

“Teenage mothers and fathers 
not only do no worse in terms of 
their future employment or in-

come than any of their peers - in 
many cases they do a bit better,” 
says Simon Duncan, professor of 
social policy at Bradford Univer- 
sity and one of the book’ s editors . 

“They generally become more 
purposeful and responsible, get 
more connected to their families 
and community, try to get better 
training and a good job, and give 
up some of their bad habits.” 

The book questions the notion 
that all teenage pregnancies are 
unplanned and suggests instead 
that many teenage parents are 
“positively ambivalent” towards 
childbirth instead. 

“There’ s a strange mix-up be- 
tween the words ‘unplanned’ and 
‘unwanted’ ,” explains Duncan. 

“Most teens aren’t ignorant 
about sex or contraception; some 
people just want to have a child. 
And while some teen pregnancies 
might be planned, others might be 
‘accidental on purpose’ for that 
very reason.” 

One of the core problems, 
Duncan says, is in the way that 
Britain sees parenthood. 

Is it something that you do in 
your 30s, after securing apartner, 
job andmortgage, orcanitbedone 
at a younger age when all those 
other essentials are still up in the 
air? 

“The Government only really 
recognises the first option, the 
slow lane to parenthood, but it 
may not suit other people or their 
circumstances. 

“Overall, however, it should be 
noted that teenage parenting is a 
very minor social issue - in fact, 
it’ s lower now than it ever was in 
the 1 960s or ’ 70s. The truth is, it’ s 


not the teenage bit that’ s the prob- 
lem, it’ s the socio-economic dis- 
advantage of the parents that’ s the 
problem.” 

Barber disagrees, however, cit- 
ing high abortion rates among 
teens as proof that there is, in fact, 
still a problem that needs to be 
dealt with. 

“Because aroundhalfof all teen 
conceptions end in abortion, we 
know that at least half the young 
women conceiving don’t think 
having the baby is the best thing 
for them to do. 

“While there are some cracking 
young parents whose lives have 
turned around as a result of their 
pregnancy, the question is really, 
W ould they ideally have preferred 
to wait another couple of years to 
get their own lives in order?”

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A trip into the wild on a Kenyan 




Take a trip to one of the most photographed 
countries in the world with expert Paul 
Goldstein, and getthatwinning wildlife shot. 


T ere’s a knack to 
photographing the 
Little Bee-eater. The 
picture you want is 
this: The bird is in 
mid-flight, its green shimmering 
wings flung wide and ajust-caught 
bug clamped in its beak. 


Precision timing, a steady hand 
andalittlespecialistknowledgeare 
all essential. With the last of these, 
your pictures are transformed into 
the sort of images to grace a nature 
magazine, and without it you are 
doomed to an endless succession 
of empty branches. 




If you’re lucky, you just catch 
a claw disappearing out of shot. 

Paul Goldstein has that special- 
istknowledge. An award-winning 
wildlife photographer who has 
coaxed, cajoled and demanded the 
best from amateur snappers for 
years. 

I joined one of his safaris in 
Kenya’ s Masai Mara, hopeful of 
returning with pictures worthy of 
aframe. 

Within minutes of arriving at 
our luxurious camp, we were 
bouncing along in one of Paul’s 
specially converted vehicles 
(don’ t, whatever you do, call them 
vans) in pursuit of a cheetah and 
her two cubs. 

After barely half an hour in 
Paul’ s company, it was already 
abundantly clear he takes no pris- 
oners. 

“Stop mincing ! ” he yelled, as I 
fumbled with my kit while the 
vehicle jolted across the dry sa- 
vannah. 

My just-out-of-the-wrapping 
digital SLR body was eventually 
attached to a lens the size of a 
rocket launcher, borrowed from a 
fellow traveller who hired some- 
thing even more substantial for 
this expedition. 

We found the cheetah family 
bathed in honeyed afternoon light, 
with the mother looking wistfully 
into the distance. The scene was 
beautiful, but my companions had 
other ideas. 

“They’re hungry,” said our 
guide Patrick, setting off a flash of 
excitement in Paul. 

“She’ll hunt!”, he cried, “Go, 
go, go I” 

We swung away from the de- 
ceptively languid scene, adrenaline 
racing, our eyes scanning the coun- 
tryside for potential prey. 

In the distance, a juicy-looking 
Thomson’ s gazelle grazed near a 
thicket. 

Small and spry - an ideal feast 


for a peckish big cat - the gazelle 
munched onrough, scrappy grass 
while we raced to find a perfect 
view should the cheetah give 
chase. 

She was on the move by the time 
we stopped, slinking through the 
brush to within feet of the gazelle. 
Then, she pounced. 

It was over in a second, the 
predator so close there was barely 
a chase. However, for a novice 
wildlife photographer, the thrill 
was intense. 

Only afterwards did I realise I 
had caught the action on camera: 
The cheetah lunging from a swirl 
of dust, front paws stretched out 
to whip the gazelle’s back legs 
from under it. 

I was helped by the fact my 
camera was primed with the shoot- 
ing action, with aperture and shut- 
ter speed set to Paul’s specifica- 
tions. 

This was a relief. Had I missed 
it, words from our leader would 
not have been flattering. 

The Mara has hfe in mind-bog- 
gling abundance and often we 
found sightings of the area’s 
smaller characters as enjoyable as 
the big predators. 

We were not forced into arigid 
itinerary - simply ticking off 
sightings and moving on - but we 
could stop for twenty minutes to 
watch a kingfisher, proud and 
portly like a town mayor, or de- 
light in the antics of a warthog fam- 
ily, racing away at first glimpse of 
a camera lens, their tails straining 
towards the sky like television 
aerials. 

The BBC’ s Big Cat diaries were 
filmed in the Mara, and many ani- 
mals we saw on our trip were ce- 
lebrities with - much to Paul’ s dis- 
dain - cutesy western names. So 
famous is Shakirathe cheetah that 
one fellow photographer de- 
scribed her as “the cover-girl for 
Safari Vogue”. 


Olive, from a much-loved leop- 
ard dynasty, provided the most 
memorable experience of our trip, 
leaping into a tree only feet from 
our vehicle with her cubs to re- 
trieve a kill. 

Seeing a leopard at all is a privi- 
lege, but we could see the twitch 
of every whisker, the ripple of 
every muscle beneath the rich 
coat, her majestic head, intelhgent 
eyes and really, really big teeth. It 
was breathtaking. 

Leopard-spotting revolved 
around an area accurately de- 
scribed as ‘Smelly crossing’, a 
stomach turner in the morning 
with its sulphurous stench. 

Leopards love dense thickets 
around the edges of the stinky 
waterway and wild basil soothes 


the nose with its sweet, citrusy 
aroma as the jeep beats a path 
through the brush. 

Huge crowds of wildebeest 
gathered for annual crossings of 
theMaraheading forthe Serengeti 
and Tanzania, and we watched in 
wonder as animals fought to cross 
the river, unperturbed as croco- 
diles picked off the occasional 
snack. 

Our wonder grew when some 
on the other side forgot themselves 
and cros sed back over. 

Wildebeest, a sensitive species, 
can take hours to build up the cour- 
age to cross. So, we took lunch, 
gazing at fish bone clouds drifting 
across the cornflower sky and 
hearing Paul’s flamboyant lan- 
guage and pungent wit.

Of his jokes, the cleanest I can 
remember was: “Battle dress: 
warthogs!” (War-togs). 

Fat crocodiles were “like Re- 
publicans at abreakfastbar”, and 
when you are looking for advice: 
“Just ask the doctor - the surgery 
is always open.” 


“We work you hard, but we set 
the bar high,” he said, after one 
particularly long day. 

He was not exaggerating. We left 
the delightful surroundings of our 
tents around Sam every day, be- 
fore the sky betrayed even the first 
blush of morning. 


Often we were still out at sun- 
set, chasing the dying light for a 
spot to take in the great billow- 
ing clouds as they bruised against 
a hot red sky. At these times, 
photographs came second to 
soaking up the astonishing 
beauty of the dying Mara day 
with a cold beer. 

Returning to a hot shower and 
a drink around the campfire, we 
buzzed from the excitement of 
the day and waited sheepishly 
for Paul to appraise our shots. 

“What is this?” he asked con- 
temptuously of an unfortu- 
nately-framed lion. 

“You’ve cut its feet off. De- 
lete!” 

An attempt at panning was 
treated with more enthusiasm, 
not least because I had the audac- 
ity to try it on a leopard. To pan 
you use a slow shutter speed and 
follow the animal with your cam- 
era while taking the shot, so the 
background is a blur of movement 
with the head sharply focused. 

That’s the theory anyway - 
most of mine were all movement, 
and little focus. 

Paul likes you to experiment, to 
approach photography with the 
same fiery passion thathe has, and 
to sit tight and wait for the shot - 
all day if that’ s what it takes. 

Y ou are well rewarded for your 
patience, with a deeper knowl- 
edge of your camera, wonderful 
memories and, of course, some 
beautiful shots. 

Much is made of the idea that 
we have simply progressed from 
shooting wild creatures with 
guns to using camera lenses. 
While there are similarities - you 
must learn an animal’ s habits to 
predict its movements - hunters 
aimed to stop the wildlife in its 
tracks, but we wanted the right 
light, a good camera and of course 
action. 

Thanks to the eagle eyes of our 
guides, and Paul’ s knowledge and 
unwavering enthusiasm, we had 
all in abundance.

keep out noise and pollution and 
attract wildlife. Ideal varieties in- 
clude hawthorn, yew and field 
maple, which will absorb some of 
the noise. 

Another great shrub in the ur- 
ban garden is ceanothus, whose 
purple flowers are high in nectar 
and rich in colour and it can be 
clipped back easily. 

Hardy annuals also provide a 
good burst of colour and when 
they have finished can then be 
thrown on to the compost heap. 
Direct-sow love-in-a-mist, pop- 
pies and poached egg plants 
(Limnanthes douglasii) for a 
beautiful display. 

If you have a small area, use the 
vertical space by growing climb- 
ing veg such as runner beans up a 
fence, spineless blackberries, 
which can grow to a reasonable 
height and provide shelter and 
food for birds and insects. 

If you live in an area where traf- 
fic fumes and dust are a problem, 
plant a variety of evergreens to 
absorb the dirt. They may look a 



People with urban gardens can 
make a real contribution to helping 
the environment, but many of them 
don't realise it. 


Many gardeners say that urban 
pollution in their immediate en- 
vironment - including noise prob- 
lems, traffic fumes and carbon 
footprint - are among the most 
important issues they face as 
city dwellers, others saying they 
don’t know where to start when 
tackling the problem. 

With this in mind, garden de- 
signer Charlie Dimmock has 
joined a campaign to encourage 
‘urbanites’ to introduce eco meas- 
ures into their gardens to help 
reduce the ‘carbon footprint’ . 

It seems city dwellers are crav- 
ing environmentally sound lives, 
but don’ t have the knowledge to 
change things for the better. 

Ms. Dimmock says: “People 
with small urban gardens think 
they can’ t make a difference to the 
wildlife, but they can because 
they can create corridors to larger 


areas such as parks, greens and 
railway cuttings. 

“Building a wooden compost 
area, establishing a recycling 
space or growing your own herbs 
in a window box, are all simple 
steps that can make a real differ- 
ence.” 

If you have a spring clean of 
your garden, leave an area over- 
grown, to act as a shelter for 
hedgehogs and beneficial insects, 
says Dimmock. 

“A lot of people hate ivy, but 
many urban gardens benefit from 
having fences covered with ivy, 
which is a really good wildlife 
plant because it flowers late in the 
season, has a high nectar content 
and helps to keep down noise 
pollution. It also makes a good 
nesting site for birds.” 

Charlie also advises urban gar- 
deners to plant mixed hedges to

little dusty on the road side but 
they will withstand a lot of grime 
and act as a filter and a windbreak. 
Aucuba, eleagnus and butcher’ s 
broom are extremely robust and 
make solid hedges, and variegated 
holly can also be used. 

“Only evergreens with shiny, 
thick leaves will put up with a lot, 
because the leaves are protected 
with a thick cuticle.” 

Scented plants can also offset 
the smell of traffic fumes. Try 
growing night- scented stocks or 


old fashioned nicotiana in a pot 
for evening scent. Trachelo- 
spermum jasminoides, com- 
monly known as star jasmine, a 
woody, evergreen climber with 
rich, dark green leaves which turn 
bronze in winter, produces 
hugely fragrant white flowers 
from mid to late summer. 

“Urban gardens can be won- 
derful wildlife hubs if you do the 
right planting to ensure they have 
food and shelter,” says Charlie.

Pots of potatoes 


If you don’t have masses of room to plant rows of potatoes, 
you can plant some early variety seed potatoes in a few pots 
now to enjoy these staple vegetables. Get the largest pot you can 
(or even a bucket with plenty of drainage holes will do), at least 
25cm in diameter, and half fill it with very rich potting compost 
and plant a chitted seed potato in it. Add another few inches of 
compost and water well, but don’ t let the compost go soggy. As 
the shoots appear, cover them by adding more compost to the 
container until it’ s full, and keep the pot in a frost-free green- 
house. Once the shoots appear, water more regularly, and when 
the shoots are around 12cm tall, start liquid feeding them every 
couple of weeks. The potatoes should be ready for harvesting in 
June or July.

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Encouraging kids to grow 

Sales of lazy foods such as chopped carrots and diced onions are on the rise. Amanda Grant, 
author of Grow It, Cook It explains how we can reverse the trend and get back in touch with our 
food roots by cooking with kids. 


Tips for kids 

Amanda says that if parents 
use their imaginations, there 
are plenty of ways for children 
to get involved in the kitchen. 

"I'm constantly cooking 
with my three children [Finley, 
6, Lola, 9 and Ella, 10] and the 
recipes in my book are ones I've 
cooked with them and their 
friends," she says. 

"They'll tell me if they think 
my instructions are too com- 
plicated." 

Amanda explains that their 
youngest child, Finley, started 
in her kitchen by peeling garlic 
and mixing things every now 
and then. 

Depending on a child's de- 
velopment, she explains, even 
a two-year-old can quite hap- 
pily sit at the table and count 
things, like vegetables. 

"After that you can start to 


get them involved with equip- 
ment. Things like pushing the 
button on the blender can be 
done under supervision and all 
the time you'll be talking to 
them about what you're mak- 
ing." 

She adds that as preparing 
the evening meal can often be 
stressful for parents when are 
kids around, giving the kids 
jobs can be a great way to turn 
the process into a fun experi- 
ence. 

"Obviously it's unrealistic to 
think that kids can be fully in- 
volved every evening, but it's 
worth thinking about. 

"Bear in mind that every- 
thing from laying the table to 
making the shopping list can be 
a great learning curve for 
them."

Couscous salad 

Itbsp sunflower oil 
200g couscous 

A pinch each of ground cumin, coriander and turmeric 

350ml boiling vegetable stock 

A 400-g tin of chickpeas, drained 

A small tin of sweetcorn, drained 

2 carrots peeled and grated 

A handful of baby spinach 

2 spring onions, sliced 

2 tomatoes, chopped 

Juice of 1 /2 a lemon 

Itbsp olive oil 

Ask an adult to help you put 
the sunflower oil in a large 
saucepan over medium heat, 
then add the couscous and 
spices and heat until the 
couscous has turned a deep 
golden colour.

Carrot soup (Serves 4) 

1kg carrots 
1 onion 

1 clove of garlic, skin left on

Peel the carrots and top and 
tail them and cut the carrots into 
big chunks.

Put the onion and carrots into 
a heavy-based roasting tin, add 
the garlic and drizzle with a lit- 
tle oil. Using oven gloves, put 
the tin in the oven and roast for 
30 minutes. 

Ask an adult to help you take 
the tin out of the oven and us- 
ing a palette knife, carefully 
turn the vegetables over so that 
they cook evenly all over. 

Using oven gloves, take the 
tin out of the oven and carefully 
spoon the vegetables into a 
food processor.

Boil the new potatoes. To 
hard-boil the eggs, half-fill a 
saucepan with water and ask an 
adult to help you turn on the hob. 

U sing 
a spoon, gently lower each egg 
into the boiling water and set the 
timer for 7 minutes. 

Ask an adult to help you drain 
the eggs in a colander in the sink.

Spring MOTs for our furry friends 


I know my dogs are a crazy 
lot — but they really have been 
couch potatoes over the wet 
months. They refused to leave 
the building other than for the 
necessary short outside visit. So, 
this week they have attacked 
the world outside with new 
vigor and enjoyment, they are 
happier dogs it has to said but it 
has bought to the fore a few of 
the checks I have to do. 

Ticks - First Tick treatment 
must be done, whateveryouuse 
as guided by your Vet. Ticks 
are up and around as of now — 
not helped by the return of our 
resident shepherd wandering 
around with his flock of sheep. 
I use a natural repellant sprayed 
on mine to help when they go 
out, (Dynamite Shampoo and 
Insect Repellant, also Dorwest 
Peppermint Shampoo). My four 
are back on the Garlic tablets 
as another precaution. With the 
tick treatment comes the daily 
check up of them all. My UK 
V et, before I moved, advised me 
on exactly how to check them 
over, he recommended twice a 
day. When you find a tick re- 
move it fast, I use the Tick 
Tweezers but everyone has 
their own method. Many dogs, 
well 3 of mine, then have a re- 
action bump at the tick site for 
the next couple of weeks. 

As pointed out several times, 
do not walk dogs near the pine 
trees to avoid the caterpillars. 

Mine all love to run on our 
land. This brings with its own lit- 
tle trials which involve me in 
daily checks. 

Pads - These have the thick- 
est skin on the body but I check 
for cuts and abrasions. My 
Sandy suffered regularly in the 
summer from 'footrot'. This re- 
sulted in raw and weeping pads, 
very sore and needed a lot of 
care to solve — and the need for 
boots it has to be said. 

Footcare - Generally The 
worst feet are the hairy ones and 
I have 16 of them! ! They col- 
lect mud, dust and clog up. The 
result is a knotted clump be- 
tween the toes which makes 
walking painful for them. I try 
and keep the fur under feet 
trimmed short at all times — yes 
it tickles them and we have fun 
but at least it stops the clogging. 

Also if kept short it helps 
the feet to breathe, thus avoid- 


ing the problems Sandy had. 

Grass seeds - This is the big 
one and I know about it to my cost. 
Over my dog owning years I have 
had to resort to surgery with 
Moppetmy first OES, Lennie my 
Bearded Collie — twice, Chloe- 
twice. Merlin three times because 
of grass seeds. We actually 
avoided all surgery last year. I 
was reading an article in a maga- 
zine recently about grass seeds— 
-it made it look pretty simple! 
What it said was actually quite 
true — the seeds enter via the feet, 
track up the body. With Lennie 
and Chloe it entered the tummy 
and tracked to the back area. 
Moppet entered the foot and was 
eventually tracked months later 
to the high shoulder. Merlin had 
one that entered the foot and was 
found at the top of the leg, he then 
had 3 lodged on his jugular vein 
which was scary. This article was 
suggesting we remove them our- 
selves with tweezers, fine if we 
see them in time I suppose. Ac- 
tually seeing grass seeds on furry 
dogs bodies is not easy to the na- 
ked eye and the Vets are the ex- 
perts, I always take mine straight 
to the Vets with any strange 
lumps and bumps. Ifthe dogs are 
nibbling anywhere, between the 
toes for instance, off to the Vet. 

I am always in awe of the Vets 
who seem to be able to know 
exactly where the seed entered 
and where it now has ended up . 
A very useful piece of informa- 
tion given to me when I first 
moved was to cut back the long 
fur around the feet to prevent 
the grass seeds from attaching- 
— whilst the dog may look a lit- 
tle crazy that advice is spot on— 
-thankyou Rachel. 

Nails - This is an all year 
check, if your dog does not 
pound the footpaths the nails will 
grow very quickly. They need 
regular checking and monitor- 
ing. Ifbrave enough you can clip 
yourseifwith doggy nail clippers. 
Just remember to cut in front of 
the 'quick' as this includes the 
blood supply. This is easy to see 
on light coloured nails but a big 
challenge on black ones. Just 
trim black ones in tiny slivers till 
you see the pale area at the top 
end of the nail. Your Vet or 
Groomer will be quite happy to 
dothisjob for you if you cannot 
manage it. Particularly check 
the Dewclaws, if your dog has 



them they will be high up 
on front leg and some- 
times on the back leg. 

These grow amazingly 
fast and can actually dou- 
ble over and reenter the 
dog's skin causing consid- 
erable pain and discom- 
fort — Vet visit needed 
then. The dew claw can 
also get caught in under- 
growth, this can rip it half 
out — again it has happened with 
my dogs. We have ended up at 
the V ets with Lennie a few times 
with this, it took ages and boots to 
solve it but Lennie did not heal 
well as he was auto immune. 

Ears - Again an all year around 
check. Check them for grass 
seeds religiously. My Cleo has 
awful problems with her ears so 
hers are checked daily, the oth- 
ers are checked every few days. 
Check for blocked ear canals, fur 
growing, strange smells — Cleo 
goes straight to the Vets. My 
other dogs so far have avoided too 
many ear problems. Ear 
hematomas used to be Sandy's 
trick and she had several over the 


years — again straight to the V et 
if the ear swells and the dog is 
shaking violently. There are 
various methods to deal with 
them, changing all the time and 
between Vets. 

General overview and we all 
do it — we know our own dogs, 
we can tell by looking at them if 
the movement is correct on run- 
ning, sitting, standing. We can 
tell if they are in pain or discom- 
fort. Any problems at all how- 
ever vague please just see the 
Vet as he can put our minds at 
rest.

Holy smokescreen! 

SIR, Gwyn Dyer’ s piece ‘The 
Lawless Church’ (27th March) 
aptly sums up the rude awaken- 
ing experienced at present in the 
Roman Catholic Church. He 
shows that the public hand-wring- 
ing by Joseph Ratzinger, the self- 
styled Pope Benedict XVI, is - 
excuse the mixed metaphor - shed- 
ding crocodile tears, as acloserlook 
at this man’ s trackrecordreveals. 

Despite the damage-limitation 
exercise being carried out by the 
princes of the Church, Ratzinger’ s 
present approach to the wide- 
spread sexual abuse of children by 
his clergy does not reflect his 
former position. 

As head of the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Eaith, the 
successor to the infamous Holy 
Inquisition, he repeatedly re- 
fused to investigate allegations, 
including sworn affidavits, that 
a leading cleric and close friend of 
John Paul II had constantly sexu- 
ally abused young members of the 
Church organisation, of which he 
was leader, and is on record as 
having warned every Catholic 
bishop of strict penalties for 
those referring sexual abuse alle- 
gations to the civil authorities, 
thus ensuring a cover up. 

As one Vaticanologist docu- 
menting Ratzinger’ s fierce con- 
demnation of homosexuality ob- 
served, if clerical sexual abuse had 
been pursued with a fraction of the 
vigour as were attacks in that area, 
the current scandal would have 
been resolved twenty years ago. 

Dyer rightly points out that 
the Church is more concerned 


with claiming that the clerical 
abusers, not the abused, are the 
victims. To quote Ratzinger: “It 
has to do with the reflection of 
our highly sexualised society. 
Priests are also affected by the 
general situation. They may be 
especially vulnerable, or suscep- 
tible, although the percentage of 
abuse cases is no higher than in 
other occupations.” 

He has also dismissed clerical 
sexual abuse as the fault “of your 
modem society which is cormpt- 
ing my priests” ! The arrogance of 
the Catholic Church is such that 
it applies zero tolerance to its crit- 
ics, yet offers maximum tolerance 
and understanding to the child- 


A Matosinhos Court sen- 
tenced a man who in May 2009, 
suffocated his seven-year- old 
daughter with a dressing gown 
belt, to 16 years in jail. 

On May 28th last year Joao 
Pinto killed his young daughter 
after picking her up from school 
and helping her do her home- 
work. After committing the 
crime the killer left the house and 
made his way to Cabedelo de 
Gaia, where he reportedly in- 
tended to conunit suicide. He left 
his daughter lying on a sofa-bed 
covered with a sheet. 

The child was found dead in 
the apartment some time later, 
with a Tony Carreira song enti- 
tled ‘You took my life’ , playing 
in the background. 

In the meantime the father had 
send text messages to his ex-wife 
informing her that their daughter 
had “gone to heaven”, and that 
she would “rest eternally with 
the angels”. 

The Courts found the man 
guilty on all charges with the ex- 
ception of premeditated murder, 
as the Judge ruled “There was no

Rosa 
Eerreira, the child’s mother, 
made an emotional appeal for jus- 
tice to be done and said she ex- 
pected a sentence of “at least 20 
years”, adding that “nowadays 
children can be murdered at will’ ’ . 

She told waiting press she 
agrees with the Public Prosecu- 
tor’ s decision to appeal.

More than one in five 
Portuguese suffer 
psychiatric problems 


A first study into the state of 
Portugal’s mental health has re- 
vealed that one in five citizens suf- 
fer from some form of psychiatric 
problem, a higher incidence than 
any of the other six EU countries 
that participated in the project. 

This has made Portugal com- 
parable with the USA, the coun- 
try with the highest prevalence 
of psychiatric problems in the 
world, said the Coordinator for 
national Mental Health, Caldas 
de Almeida. Eindings in the study 
showed that young women, 
youths and lonely people are 
more affected by mental issues. 

“Portugal has a pattern that is 
atypical in European terms”, 
Caldas de Almeida said, referring 
to the findings of the study that 
were made public this week at 
Universidade Nova’ s Eaculty of 
Medical Science, Lisbon. 

Of the 3,849 people involved 
in the study, 22.9 showed symp- 
toms that placed them within the 
category of having amentalissue. 
This result is close to the USA’ s 


26.3 percent. 

In Spain 9.2 percent of the 
population suffer a mental prob- 
lem, as do 8.2 percent in Italy. 
And Portugal’ s incidence is still 
far from that of other countries 
with high rates, such as Prance 
(18.4 percent) and Holland (14.8 
percent). 

At the top of the psychiatric 
problems list is anxiety (16.5 per- 
cent), depression issues (7.9 per- 
cent), problems in managing 
compulsive behaviour (3.5 per- 
cent), and alcohol-related prob- 
lems (1.6 percent). 

These issues were found to 
mostly affect women aged be- 
tween 1 8 and 24, as well as peo- 
ple who are lonely (separated, 
widowed or divorced), and peo- 
ple with low or medium levels of 
literacy. 

More worryingly, it was con- 
cluded that the vast majority of 
people with a mental illness do 
not have access to medical care, 
with 33 .6 percent of sufferers re- 
ceiving no treatment.
